Take Marines 
From Fighting

DONG HA, South Viet Nam 


(AP) 
— An assortment of com- 


paratively minor ills is taking 
Marines from the field as surely 
as workers are kept from the 
factory 
and 
children 
from 


school. 


Medical men at an advanced 


field hospital near the demili- 
tarized zone say an average of 
five Marines a day are evacu- 
ated with scrapes, breaks and 


maladies either aggravated by 
the tropical climate or caused 
by carelessness. 


After five to seven days of 


treatment the men are usually 
well enough to return to com- 
bat, the doctors say. 


A typical Marine must stay on 


his toes. 


He can slip jumping from a 


helicopter or climbing a muddy 
trail. Under 50 pounds of pack 
and weapons, this could mean a 
strain or badly wrenched knee. 


A brush against a thorny vine 


or elephant grass slashes the 
clothes or cuts the skin. 


"They're dirty, real dirty. 


After two days in the field the 
bacteria count on their skin is 


tremendous. 
Minor 
cuts get 


badly infected," a doctor said. 


If the Marine fails to pace 


himself, he faces exhaustion or 
possible heatstroke. 


Infection lurks in the water 


the trooper splashes through. 


"The 
water is contaminated 


by human feces, and corpses a 
lot of the time, too. This infects 
and 
aggravates 
athletes 
foot 


and ingrown toe nails. A Marine 
should take his boots off at night 
to help things," the doctor says. 


A drink of bad water almost 


certainly causes worms in the 
stomach, as well as diarrhea. 


Even if the Marine keeps fit 


and clean, he runs the danger of 
contracting 
the 
commonest 


crippler, malaria.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
With 


less than a month of cam- 
paigning left, strategists of both 
parties are admitting privately 
they 
haven't 
found 
the 
Viet 


Nam war to be a congressional 
election issue. 


Most candidates interrupting 


their campaigning to check in 
now and then for major Senate 
and House roll calls report the 
voters are disturbed about the 
ever-enlarging conflict and frus- 
trated by the apparent failure of 
peace efforts. 


But how the average citizen 


will react to this at the polls 
Nov. 
8 remains largely a mys- 


tery. One Democratic senator, 
seeking re-election, seemed to 
voice the sentiment of many of 
his colleagues. 


"I know the people wish we 


didn't have this war on our 
hands and wonder why we ever 
got into it," he said. "They'd 
like to have it end but not many 
of them want to cut and run. I 
think 
most 
of 
them believe 


President Johnson is doing the 
best he can. 


"My 
opponent hasn't 
found 


any way yet to blame me for 
the war and as far as I can tell 
it isn't an issue that will affect 
many votes one way or the oth- 
er." 


Former President Dwight D. 


Eisenhower has cautioned fel- 
low Republicans against trying 
to make an issue of administra- 
tion policy in Viet Nam. He 
feels 
that in war Americans 


ought to stand squarely behind 
the commander in chief — the 
only person, he says, who ulti- 
mately can call the signals on 
broad policy and grand strate- 
gy. 


Johnson told a Newark, N.J., 


political rally last Friday that 
Republicans "don't know how to 
end the war in Viet Nam, except 
to criticize the commander in 
chief." While they don't admit it 
publicly, 
GOP 
campaigners 


generally acknowledge that is a 
fairly accurate description of 
their position.

when the three networks were

broadcasting 
their new 


shows and old shows with fresh 
material. 


The new list, projected from a 


national 
audience 
sample of 


some 1,200 homes, gives some 
strong clues about reception of 
new shows although it is consid- 
ered by the industry to be a pre- 
liminary report. The Nielsen 
report 
which 
networks and 


sponsors will consider to be crit- 
ical will come early in Novem- 
ber, after audiences have built 
new viewing habits after sam- 
pling all network wares. 


ABC's "Rat Patrol," is the 


only new series to make the top 
10, which pretty well establishes 
it as a hit. Three others - CBS' 
"Family Affair," ABC's "Felo- 
ny Squad" and NBC's "Occa- 
sional Wife."- got into the top 
20 list. 


But 25 of 34 new series were 


in the lower half of a list of 90 
shows, and 19 of these built rat- 
ings which, if unimproved later, 
makes them logical candidates 
for midseason replacement.

Phlebitis (and closely re- 


lated thrombophlebitis) is a 
common but widely misun- 
derstood disease. Essentially, 
it is an inflammation of a 
vein, usually in the leg. It 
may be caused by infection 
or by slowing of the circula- 
tion through the affected vein 
in persons who are confined 
to bed for more than a few 
days. Much disability from 
phlebitis has been prevented 
in recent years by getting 
patients out of bed within a 
day or two after most opera- 
tions. 


The inflamed vein is tender 


to touch and the leg is usually 
swollen. This acute stage sub- 
sides in eight to 10 days. It 
may be followed by complete 
recovery or by some degree 
of venous obstruction or vari- 
cosity. 


As with most diseases, 


prompt treatment at the on- 
set prevents later complica- 
tions. A treatment that has 
saved many persons from sur- 
gery is an infusion into the 
vein of dextran. To give the 
best r e s u l t s , this must be 
started within eight hours of 
the onset. Some doctors give 
an anticoagulant at the same 
time but it is not needed if 
the dextran treatment is start- 
ed soon enough. 


During the acute stage, bed 


rest for a few days with bath- 
room privilege is sometimes 
prescribed. Alternating hot 
and cold compresses over the 
tender vein helps to reduce 
the inflammation. Progressive 
doctors wrap the leg from the 
toes to a level above the ten- 
der area with a 4-inch elastic- 
weave roller bandage and get 
the patient out of bed at once. 
At night the foot of the bed 
should be e l e v a t e d about 
seven inches. 


if the swelling p e r s i s t s 


after eight to 10 days of this 


treatment, some victims pre- 
fer to wear an elastic stock- 
ing rather than the bandage. 
It is often necessary to con- 
tinue elevating the foot of the 
bed and using some form of 
elastic support for 10 or 12 
months. Swimming or walk- 
ing in water are the best 
forms of exercise. 


Finally, for the prevention 


of this disease, u you ever 
have to be confined to bed for 
more than nine hours, you 
should lie on your back and 
"ride a bicycle" several times 
a day. If you can't do any- 
thing else, wiggle your toes 
early and often.
